' process, taking tour to five years to 
: open up new mines, but in Spltzbergen 
the coal is largely surface ot excellent 
quality, of all varieties ai^d can pro- 
ably be loaded by an easy system of 
modified telferage, Indeed a simple 
wire ropeway, at a cost of 28. 6d. to 
Sr. a ton. Aberdeen is only 1.230 
miles away, a three to four days' jour- 
ney, and a good deal less by a fast 
boat. A destroyer covers the dis- 
tance In a very short time. As mar- 
Isets tor its coal the Spltabergen haa 
all Scandlna\-la and Northwcstero 
Russia, quite apart from Great Britain, 
to which much of It will come, since it 
can easily compete wlth^.^e home 
prodncte. 

The Iron ore is apparently inex- 
haustible and of first-class quolliy and 
should be far more accessible than 
eilther the products of Spain, 80 far 
ae the BrlUsh East Coant Is concerned, 
or Braail, so far as the entire British 
lales are concerned. It le therefore 
quite comprehenalble that all the de- 
partments of state m Bngland are 
greaUy interested In the commercial 
davetapment ot spltzbersen, and that 
tha Foreign Office baa beetowed'on the 
„riHeàt a maximum of good will. Quite 
apart from coal and iron, however, 
the oouftUy posesses all sorts ot min- 
eral, even gold,"thpugh lengthy In 
veatlgationa will be necessary to es- 
tablish the extent of its oapafillltles, 

No dimcuUlea stand in the *«y ot 
development. The climate Is attact- 
tve and exhiUratlng. It is never 
severe, and the worst that can be said 
of It is that there are occaalonally 
winds like those In Canada.

Once upon a time, If a sUrving child 
stoic a loaf of broad, he was arrest- 
ed and tried before the courts In 
much the same way as the wont crim- 
inal of the land and with much the 
same sentence. The cause and con- 
ditions under which the theft was 
committed were rarely considered, 
and the bpy was started on a life of 
crime without a aingla restraining in- 
fluence. 

To-day what would happen? Tbt 
young offender would be brought be- 
fore the Juvenile court which is so 
different from the formal law courts | 
that much ot the ohild's terror is dis- 
pelled at the begiaBlng and he is not 
afraid to answer any questions which 
may be put to him. The "court foom" 
is simply an office with chairs scat- 
tered about for the lawyers and wlt- 
neesee. The children and their 
friends — ^if they arc fortunate enough 
to have any — wait in an outer room 
till their case is called up. When they 
enter the room they stand before the 
desk and the Judge— a kindly man with 
a sympatheilc twinkle in his eye — talks 
to them in a fatherly way. Indeed, ] 
many ot the poor Uttle waifs receive ; 
more kindness here in the Court ofi 
•Justice than they have ever known be- j 
fore. But while the Judge Is kind 
he Is also strict. The child who had 
been up to some mischievous pranks i 
which caused damage to the property I 
of others pleaded very earnestly forj 
another chitnce. But, because he had j 
not heeded previous warnings, his j 
honor considered that a year In a ; 
reform school would be for his own 
good, and no amount of pleading could 
change this declston. 

Each case is Investigated by the 
probation officers before the trial. 
The work of Mrs. Rose Henderson 
among the English-speaking people is 
well known throughout the city. The 
following case will give some Idea of 
the Importance of her wotk. The mo- 
ther of a little girl of eleven insisted 
that the child should be sent to a re- 
form school although the poor little, 
thing clung to her and begged to go [ 
home. Mrs. Henderson intermed the| 
court, that the child had been neg- 
lected and ill-treated by her mother. 
The result was that the woman af- 
ter receiving a severe warning, took 
her child home, where Mrs. Hender- 
son engaged to visit her vêry week to 
see that she at least received humane 
treatment. 

The formation of the Juvenile court 
has been a great advance in the treat- 
ment of these oMld-crlmdnals. A (ftlld 
does not commit Its flrat erima from 
the love of evil, It Is etilter from 
ignorance and lack of training or 
Simply in the spirit of mischief, and 
if having fallen he Is recorded ae a 
criminal and aasooteted with crlma so 
early In life, what chance has he ot 
ever regaining the Innocence he has 
lost.

On the other side of the Atlantic, 
England seems to be well Eatlsflpd 
with her "nursery" schonls, i"-- ■ 
she has chosen to lake the place of 
"infant" schools and "kindergartens." 

.Mr. Fisher, who has Just success- 
fully piloted a new education bill 
through those intricate mazes of the 
House of Commons whereby a meas- 
ure starts out as a bill and ends as a 
law, told a meeting of teachers the 
othat day that he felt sure no part 
of the new regulations would be so 
popular as the clauses which provid? 
for nursery schools. 

Nursery-school is a comXortIng, 
conunon-sense name. The mothers 
are aura to lUie .it and It ia a happy 
omen that' the day of the theorist and 
faddist is over. If Mr. Fisher and the 
host of local authorities who are to 
put the bill Into effect follow the best 
traditions of really good nuraertes 
and make simplicity tha keynote of 
their new schools, it will be the finest 
thing in the world for English boys 
and girls. 

. Every one — even ibc theorist — 
agrees that'in an ideal state of society 
«Jiere would be no adwols tor chil- 
dren under six. A mother should- 
always be able to train her own 
children better than anyone else can, 
and only the fact that some mothers 
were not trained themselves and so 
maay more have to be out alt day at 
work, makes infant schooU of any 
sort desirable. This premise granted. 



It follows quite naturally that, since 
niir.scry schools are a makeshift, they 
can't do better than adopt the best 
home ways. 

The right kind of nursery Is always 
founded on law and order, and abedl- 
ence Is the first lesson taught, A 
mother succeeds without knowing 
much about kindergarten methods be- 
cause of her love, her patience, firm- 
ness and honesty. She Joins In the 
children's play, sings to them, tells 
them stories, helps them to master a 
new word today and to count up to 
10 tomdrrow, and scarcely realizes she 
is teaching them anything at all. It 
Is true there are. mothers who go 
about in Just the opposite way, but 
their methods ai'e not so successful. 
There'3 the "faddist" mother, who 
keeps a diary of all thai her

TARÏ aVHO'^L. 

A course in citizenship for the ele- 
nuitary school, designed to make good 
American cltizene, has been carefully 
developed In acero, Illinois, an In- 
dustrial suburb of Chicago. The raal- 
erial has been put Into general shape, 
making p^^ble Its use anywhere, 
and has been submitted to the fed- 
eral government. In an article writ- 
ten especiîilîv for The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, F. W. Rawcliffe, su- 
pervisor CI tbe grammar grades in the 
Cicero public schools, goes into a lit. 
tie detail on the course and Its alms: 

Self-preservation is the first law of 
natufe and of the State, and under the 
impulse of that' law has the State set 
apart the school. The chief aim of the 
course of study is, therefore-^t 
should be— to prescribe such a plan of 
training as will d'cvelop intellii^ent 
responsible citizens. 

Sudi has been the purpose of Supt 
W. W. Lerwton of the Cicero schools, 
.during the past 10 years; and he has 
laboured systediaticaily to improve 
the eqtiipment of the schools, to raise 
the efficiency of the teaching, to elim- 
inate dead wood from the traditional 
cnrrieuliim, and to make what is ■ 
taiaed into a course of study and 
training r^ponsive io tlif vital nord-, 
îf the Commonwealth. The direct In- 
riLloation of the ideal^ of ^ood citizen- 
ship is the motivation of the course. 

For some years regular instruction 
has been given In local civics. A 
series of question* covering the indus- 
tries, govemment and We of Cicero 



was prepared and arranged by grades 

from the third to the eighth. To 'be 
able to answer these questions, teach- 
ers and pupils alike are under the 
necesity of doing considerable work.- 
In addition to this local atudy, the 
governments of Cook Cotinty, of Chic- 
ago, of Illnois and of the United 
States are studied In their main out- 
lines. The pupil never loses slgfat of 
the fact of his own relationsfalp to 
each of these divisions. He early 
realizes the greater importance of 
knowing how to vote Intelligently than 
of being able to recite glibly tbe 
drawers of the Governor. The Socratic 
method is much in evidence. 

WTien tlic United States at last faced 
its duty in the great war,* our outlook 
was not changed, but our horixon was 
pushed back. With our growing real" 
ization^ the ext«it of tbe mischief 
already wrought in this country by 
the agents of Prussianism, there was 
felt an imperative call for a more ag- 
gressive attitude on our part as pro- 
phets of democracy. The debasing of 
ideals and., the dulling of drlc sensi- 
tiveness due to the cold-blooded, cyni- 
cal propaganda carried on insidious- 
ly, yeit unremittingly, since 1893, made 
it urgent upon ue to counter vigour- 
ously. The enemy must be defected 
on the westernmos't front extending 
through, every city and village in Am- 
erica. He must be beaten at his own 
game. We must have a dynamic 
propaganda for civic rigliteoasness. 
Education mtist be made an effective 
weapon for the maintenance of liberty 
and tbe furtberance of democracy.

These outlines wets eo^ordiaated and 
artionlated by a eeufenoee committee 
that gradually narrowed' in numbers j 
to three. Thia final capimittee made j 
such changes as were necesary to 
render the plan suitable tor general 
use. The manuscript embodying these 
outlines has been preeeoted to the 
national government with the under- 
standing that It will be printed fOr 
frSe dlstriboUon among thé teaiciiers' 
of tbe nstion, as a part of tbe 'citf- 
zenahlp programme that must be re- 
cognized and followed by the teaching 
profession as the vital ^efflent id the 
course of study. ' , ' 

The Cicero teaebers MtlV£r this re- 
sult of their experience as a contribué 
tion toward winning this war and 
making anotber Impossible.
